Very often the weaving of 
warp depends to a great extent on 
the manner in which the harness is 
Especialty is this true on fine 
yarns. The harness must work 
freely and easily, without any jump- 
ing’ or uneven molion. or. the 
results cannot be obtained. 

Figure 1 illustrates the whole of 
the shedding motions for two har- 
This shows clearly the con- 
nections of all of the parts. Each

The worst fea- 
ture of this setling ts in the wavy 
the strap for the back«harness laps 
under itself. This will at once 
cause an uneven, jerky motion of 
the harness, which cannot fail to 
have its effect upon the weaving. 

This kind of setting wil’ not have 
the same effect on coarse goods that 
it has on fine goods, nevertheless, it 
is better to have a good setting 
whether it be for fine or toarse 
goods, If tt is best te set as at A 
and B for fine goods it must also 
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be sef 
goods.

Harness to be Level. 

The harness must be level, tha! 
is the front harness must not only 
be level or in line with the back 
harness, but they must be level from 
end to end. The harness must be 
sel so that when the shed is open, 
the varn will not rest onthe raee 
plate or if will be almost impossi- 
ble to weave the varn, because of 
chafling. Néither must the yarn be 
too tight off the race plate, or the 
shuttle will have a tendency to fly 
out. Tf one of the harness is not 
set level from end to end, it is prob-

The, treadie balls should be in 
contact with the shedding cams for 
the whole revolution of the cam. In 
this way both harness straps are 
worked evenly for the full revolu- 


tion. On the other hand; if the 
treadie balls are not set to work 


in that manner just described, but 
through careless setting, do - not 
come in eontaet with the cams for 
the whole of the revolutions, the - 
best results cannot be obtained. For 
example, Fig. 4, ts a. rough outline 
of a shedding motion.

Size of Shed. 


The size of the shed depends en- 


tirely on the grade of- fabric being. 


produced. Goarse fabrics require a 
large shed, while fine fabries re- 
quire only a small shed. On coarse 
goods, if is absolutely necessary to 
get production that a large bobbin 
and shuttle be used, but on. fine 
goods a small bobbin or eop and a 
small shuttle is used. In both cases 
the shedding cams and other parts 
are proportioned to correspond. 

In either ease, when the harness 
has been hung up in the loom, and 
the warps tied in, the size of the 
shed will be made so as to permil 
an e@asy passage of the shuttle 
through the shed. The shed should 
not be too large,-as any excess over 
the required distance, to allow the 
shuttle an easy passage is but add- 
ing sirain to the yarn for it is al 
this point,. shed. open, when the 
varn has tc stand the -greates! 
strain. 

Before hanging up the harness to 
the harness straps, always notice 
the harness roll. “The front harness 
must he eonnected to the strap on 
the small eollar, otherwise an even 
shed could not be made. The shed- 
ding cams are also of different 
sizes, Phe smatlest eam always ep- 


erates the treadle conneéted to the 


front harness; the largest cam = op- 


erates the treadle connected to the 
back harness. The reason for this 
is that the back harness is further 
away from the fell of cloth, (the 
last piece of filling put in the cloth), 
therefore if must travel a greater 
distance up and down to make the 
same size shed ds the front harnéss, 
Another reason for this is that the 
front harness is connected. at the. 
end of the treadle, therefore fur- 
ther away from the fulerum, while 
the back harness is conected near- 
ey the fulerum, as will be noticed 
in Fig. 1. This is the only way in 
whieh the harness can be connected 
to the treadies, as it is necessary 
to have the conmeetions so — that 
there will be a straight pull on the 
harness, up and down.

Siati and Water Supply in a 
Dye House 


When fitting up a dyéhouse or 
overhauling an existing one, the 
question of steam supply, water 
supply, and means of taking away 
waste liquors, should be carefully 
considered. If it is a new dyehouse 
that is being dealt with, the position 
is better than when altering an old 
one. There are several things which 
may assist in keeping the cost of 
steam down. First, the dyehouse 
should be placed as near the boilers 
as possible, so as to prevent exces- 
sive condensation in the pipes. The 
pipes should be covered with some 
good non-conducting material such 
as slag wool, hair felting etc. When 


total surface of branch pipes, con- 
nections, ete., will be greater 


the main pipe; yet it is often found 
that the main pipe is well covered 
and the branch pipes uncovered. 
Plug taps should never be used 
for steam. Wheel valves with re- 


newable seats should be used for 
this purpose. They may perhaps 


take a little longer to open and close 
but they do not leak like plug taps. 
When the seat requres renewing it 
‘an be done very easily and at very 
little eost. The pipe in the dye- 
bark may be iron or copper accord- 
ing to the class af work done.

The diameter of the pipe 
put in should not be too large for 
the supply of steam required. When 
the steampipe has reached the dye- 
house, the first thing should be to 
remove any water that may have 
condensed in it. This can easily be 
done: by arranging the pipe as 
shown in Fig. The steam mixed 
with water comes from the boiler at 
A, along the pipe towards the dye- 
house, B. Any water in the pipe 
will go down the leg ©, and is re- 


moved by a steam trap at the bot-’ 


tom. The adoption of this plan en- 
sures a supply of drier steam than 
would otherwise .be the case, 
thereby reducing the amount of 
condensation later. These pipes 
also last longer, owing to the shoek 
when turning on the steam bein 
lessened. The water from the trap 
may be disposed of as shown later. 
As the main pipe goes along the 
dyehouse it will be necessary to 
support it in some way. This should 
be done by means of rollers, so that 
it may expand and contract freely. 
From the main pipe connections wil] 
be required at various points to 


take the steam to the various ma- 
chines or barks. At these points 


elbows with sharp angles should be 
avoided ,and rounded elbows used 
in their place. This will give the 
steam an easier passage and reduce 
the condensation. . All . branches 
should be taken from the top of the 
main pipe. By doing this any wa- 
ter in the pipes will be prevented 


_ from going down the branch pipes.

This is fed by the town’s 
mains or by a pump. <A ball-tap 
is used, and this opens or closes the 
supply pipe according to the amoun! 
of water required. Hf fed by a 
pump, a pulsating pump should be 
used. In this case the ball-tap acts 
on the steampipe to the pump, and 
the pump is started and stopped ac- 
cording to the amount of water re-

Cotton Spinning Examinations. 


Questions and. Answers trom the 
April, 1913, Examinations of the 
City & Guilds of London 
(Eng.) Institute. 
Question..—_W hat. purpose is 
served by the warp protector of 
‘a loom? Give a sketch and a 
description of the motion with 
which you are best acquainted. 
Answer.—The object of the warp 
protector is to prevent damage to 


the warp in the event of the shuttle 


being trapped or remaihing in the 
shed as the reed moves forward to 
beat up the weft. Two distinct ar- 
rangements of warp protectors are 
in use. In fast reed looms such as 
are used for weaving wide or heavy 
goods, and which must of necessity 
run at eomparatively low speeds. 
what is known as the stop rod is 
used. This consists of a rod fixed on 


the underside of the sley, and ear- 
rying a broad blade near each end.. 


Vertical fingers, which are secured 
near the ends of the rod, rest with 
their upper ends against the shut- 


tloth

tle Dox swelts. As the shuttle ent- 
ers a box the swell and finger are 
than pressed backwards and the 
blades ends elevated by the oscilla- 
tion of the rod. The sley and reed 
are then free to move forward for 
the beat up. But if the shuttle fails 
to enter a box the blade ends, not 
having been elevated, come into con- 
tact with shoulders or “frogs” on 
the loom framing, and the sley is 
then prevented from moving for- 
ward, and at the same time. the 
starting handle is forced out of its 
retaining notch, and the loom stop- 
ped. For high speed looms the 
loose reed arrangement is used. In 
this ease the upper ribs of the reed 
are slipped into a groove in the sley — 
cap and the lower ribs are merely 
pressed against the sley by a board 
which is carried by a pair of up- 
right arms secured upon a rod 
which is supported on: the underside 
of the sley. A pair of short pro- 
jecting fingers engage with “frogs” 
or “beaters” carried by the framing 
to lock the reed at the moment of 
heating up when the shuttle has 
passed in safety. But if the shuttle 
becomes trapped the pressure of the

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New York—The cotton goods mar- 
ket continued to move upward last 
week on certain lines which are 
“not on a parity with raw material 
aid goods n the gray. Staple lines 
of three-yard brown sheetings have 
been moved up from 1-S to 1-4 cent 
and some agents are now refusing 
to accept any orders for less than 
7 1-2 cents. The marked shortage 
of goods with distributors and the 
sold up condition of the mills is also 
a strong factor in the situation and 
promises to force the market to 
still higher levels. 

The fine goodg division of the 
market showed buf littl change 
and novelties, specialties and fancy 


¢loths continue to be in fair de- 


mand. 

Commission houses continue te 
get requests from jobbers for sup- 
plies for domestics, Dut in a good 
many cases are not in a position 
to meet the deliveries wanted. 
Members of some concerns say that 
they have wibhin the last few weeks 
hooked the largest. amount of busi- 
ness that they have ever had, ang 


‘gould have secured a still larger 


business if they could have gotten 
the goods. There appears to be : 
growing belief in this market that 
cotton is not going any lower for 
some time, but manufacturers are 
uneasy and not inclined to buy far 
ahead. 

The demand in the primary end 
of the market was not as good ai 
the close of the week as it was al 
the beginning, but the week closed 
with a fairly good volume of busi- 
ness still in evidence. Some fur- 
ther upward revision of prices will 
doubtless. take place, as selling 
agents claim that prices are not al- 
together too low. The changes are 
being made gradually and buyers 
are getting a better grasp of the 
situation. At present the shortage 
of immediate and nearby requite- 
ments seems to be worrying the 
huyers more than further advances, 
Fall retail trade ts said to be open- 
ing well and many retailers are said 
to be realizing that they will re- 
quire more merchandise than they 
expected when they pisces the or- 
ders. 

The Fall River print cloth mar- 
ket continued steady and firm dur- 
ing last week and the total amount 
of sales will: reach about 240,000 
pieces. Prices have stiffened on 
some narrow styles, and the manu- 
facturers are stow sellers on the 
wide prints at present quotations. 
Contracts usually extended to the 
end of the vear, although a few 
have been placed as far along as: 
the middle of January. 

Trading was quiet during the 
early part of the week, although 
prices held firm and steady. The 
first two days were quieter than 
any corresponding period in sev- 
eral. weeks,..but. inqguiry..became.

It was very apparent 
that buyers needed the goods and 
the manufacturers. realized the 
strnegth of their position.
